were Falkland, Hyde, and Waller; all Men equaily 
zealous for their Kamg ‘and for their Country ; Men 
who equally abhorres Rebellion and Slavery ; And as, 
on the one Hand, they could not refolve on an abject 
Submiffion to the Pofleffor of a Crown, fo they never 
entertained the prepoflerous Ambition of impofing 
Laws upon their Prince, and reducing their Sovereien 
to fuch @ State, as themfelves cold not digef. Happy 
had it been tor us, if the Majority of that Heuse of 
Commons whitc:. affembled in the Year 1640. bad been 
compofed of fuch Men! No lefs happy bad the King's 
Council been entiresy compofed of Men of this Stamp !
